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Ike and 
The Poker Game 


President Ejisenhower’s stark 
dissertation to the nation on Que- 


moy and Matsu was in the spirit 
of one of Bret 
Harte’s stories of 
a mining camp 
poker game. 

A gold miner, 
sitting in on the 
game, placed his 
Colt’s revolver 
on the table by 
him. 

“It is just a re- 
minder to the 

cs,” he said, “‘not to try 
als.” 

There is to be a poker game in 
Warsaw, Poland. And the Presi- 
dent was saying to the Chinese 
and the Russians that he didn’t 
intend to sit in on it unless things 
were quiet and orderly. 

So, he said that if an invasion 
is attempted at either island 
group we will resist it. 

Even those who think that de- 
fense of Quemoy and Matsu is not 
worth a single American life and 
who argue they are indefensible 
and should be abandoned will 
agree with the President. 

A poker game envisions holding 
strong cards and discarding those 
considered weak. It may well be 
that once this game begins the 
President’s representatives may 
well be willing to discard Quemoy 
and Matsu. They would do so 
only after some sort of firm 
agreement about Formosa and the 
abandonment of force as a method 
of settlement. The Chinese are, 
according to majority belief, 
bluffing about the islands as part 
of a plan to be accepted into the 
United Nations. 


Nothing to Negotiate 
At any rate, the United States 
could not sit down at the nego- 
tiations in Warsaw with Matsu 
and Quemoy invaded and occu- 
pied by the Communists. There 
would then be nothing about 
which to negotiate. In the ab- 
sence of any other move by Pei- 
ping, there..was.tleft only their 
pledge to “‘liberate’’ Formosa. 

So, even though there is grave 
doubts about the realities of ‘‘de- 
fending’’ the two groups of rocky 
islands so close to the Communist 
mainland, there was no other po- 
sition the President could take. 
He made it plain he preferred to 
negotiate and that he planned to 
do so in good faith. But if the 
Chinese Communists made a move 
of invasion we, the United States, 
would fight. 

But certainly the President was 
not seeking a fight. In fact, his 
talk was an earnest attempt to 
avoid one by letting the Chinese 
know what would bring one on. 

It was, in view of the present 
cfisis and the Warsaw meeting, 
the only thing which could have 
been said. 

The assumption is that the Chi- 
nese do not wish war. 

Therefore, we may assume 
there will be none until after the 
Warsaw sessions. Since the Chi- 
nese do not now possess the nec- 
essary equipment, land or am- 
phibious, to carry a war to the 
United States, or, for that matter, 
to Formosa, we may deduce they 
will be willing in Poland to make 
some agreement which will. be 
short of war. 


Cold War 


The uneasy cold war is going to 
be with us a long time, raising 
taxes and distorting our economy. 
We can make up our minds to 
that. 

The President’s speech was 
short and focused on this one 
point—don’t invade Quemoy and 
Matsu. If you do you will force 
us to fight. 

It is likely the President de- 
liberately chose to speak on the 
evening before the Supreme Court 
decision on the Little Rock case. 
Since all of Asia and Africa 
would be waiting for that, he 
wanted to tie in with it his own 
declaration of strength so that 
those Asian areas yet free of 
communism would know what he 
meant to do. He spoke of the 
rights of nations, leaving it to the 
court to speak of the rights of 
citizens. 

But in the days between now 
and the poker game in Warsaw, 
we should not fail to take note of 
certain conditions which trouble

The governor made the an- 
nouncement in a letter to the War- 
ren County School Board and 
superintendent. 

He called on “all local officials 
and all citizens to cooperate with 
the department of state police and 
local law enforcement officers in 
the protection of public property 
and the security of public peace 
and order.”” He asked the school 
officials to inform teachers and 
parents.

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McElroy Warns Reds, 


Halts Manpower Cut 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Secretary of Defense McElroy Friday delivered this 
country’s strongest warning to date on the Formosa crisis by saying the United 
States “would resist an assault on the Quemoys by the Chinese Communists.” At 
the same time McElroy told a news conference that scheduled U.S. military man- 
power cuts would be delayed. 


He said, “Communist China is 
@ very large country. We think 
it is just as well to stay where 
we are” in manpower strength, 
he said. 


CONVOYS ANTICIPATED 


McElroy also would not rule out 
the possibility that American war- 
ships might convoy Nationalist 
supplies all the way to Quemoy 
Island. But he said there were no 
such plans now. Present policy is 
to keep U.S. ships three miles 
from Quemoy. 

McElroy said he felt President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles already have made it 
clear that U.S. military forces in 
the Far East would fight if the 
Chinese Communists attempted to 
storm the Nationalist-held islands 
a few miles off the China coast. 

The President said in an ad- 
dress to the nation Thursday night 
that he hoped the crisis could be 
settled by negotiation. But he 
warned that the United States 
“shall never timidly retreat before 
the threat of armed aggression” 
in the Formosa Strait. 

In other developments: 

—The vacation White House at 
Newport, R.I., disclosed that the 
President will reply within 24 
hours to Soviet Premier Nikita 5. 
Khrushchev’s recent letter urging 
the United States to pull out of 
the Formosa area. 

McElroy’s statement was the 
most straightforward warning to 
the Chinese Communists ;et is- 
sued by any U.S. official. 
QUEMOYS IMPORTANT 

He said his interpretation was 
“that the Quemoys are regarded 
as a major part of the Taiwan 
(Formosa) defensive system; that 


the Chinese Communists already 


have announced that their taking 


a part of their attack on Formo- 
sa.” 

McElroy said his decision to de- 
lay armed forces manpower cuts 
was “‘not necessarily” related to 
the Formosa crisis. But he added 
a note of warning about the size 
of Communist China and said, “If 
this were the Middle East, it 
might be a little different.”’ 

The defense secretary had previ- 
ously said that this country would 
rely on naval and air power to de- 
ter the Communists and did not 
foresee the need for ground 
troops.

| New Algae May Let Man Travel 
Indefinitely in Space or Under Sea 


GROTON, Conn. (UPI)—Man may be able to travel under 
water and in outer space for unlimited periods, thanks to a new 
strain of algae which purifies air. 

This report was made Friday by T. A. Caucher of the 
Electric Boat Division of General Dynamics Corp, 

Gaucher disclosed that a strain of algae has been developed 
which increases 1,000 times a day as compared with only eight 


times a day in other types. 


The species was discovered a few years ago by Constantine 
Sorokin at the University of Texas. 

They remove noxious carbon dioxide from the air breathed 
by man, producing life-giving oxygen in its place. This is the 
process called photosynthesis which occurs in plants, sustaining 
the oxygen in the earth’s atmosphere in endless cycle.

AF Fires 
Its ‘Goose’ 


Test Missile 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—An unidentified missile, believed 
ito be the Air Force’s highly 
classified guided decoy weapon 
Goose, streaked across the Atlan- 
tic from the test center Friday. 


| The missile—tiny in comparison 
| with the giant ballistic rockets 
that usually roar off from the cape 
—sped aloft with two jet chase 
planes in hot pursuit. 

The Goose, reportedly capable 
of amazing speed at a range of 
about 2,000 miles, has a primary 
mission of confusing enemy radar 
to pave the way for attacking 
bombers or other missiles with 
nuclear warheads to sweep ‘n on 
target unmolested. 

Strategy calls for the Goose to 
lure the enemy into revealing 
some of its defensive tactics be- 
fore the actual attack. 

The Air Force confirmed that 
a missile was launched but de- 
clined to announce any details.

LeMay Sets 


Japan-US. 
Jet Record 


Flies 7,100 Miles 


In 12'% Hours 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Air 
Force Gen. Curtis LeMay, chief of 
the nation’s bomber forces, piloted 
a giant jet-powered KC135 Strato- 
tanker Friday to a new unofficial 
non-stop flight record from Japan 
to Washington. 

The cigar-smoking head of the 
Strategic Air Command covered 
the 7,100-mile distance in 12 hours 
and 28 minutes, chopping one hour 
and seven minutes from the old 
mark. 

LeMay and his crew took off 
from Japan’s Yokota Air Base at 
5:56 p.m. (EST) Thursday and 
were clocked in over Washington ta 
7:24 a.m. (EST) Friday. The plane, 
with LeMay at the controls, land- 
ed eight minutes later at Andrews 
Air Force Base in nearby Mary- 
land. 


Because of time zone changes 
and crossing of the International 
Dateline, LeMay _ theoretically 
reached Washington 32 minutes 
before he left Tokyo. He took off 
at 7:56 a.m. Friday, Tokyo time, 
and arrived at 7:24 a.m. (EST). 


Friday's international non - stop 
speed record was LeMay’s third 
in less than a year. 


The Air Force vice chief of staff 
last November was at the controls 
of a stratotanker which sped 6,325 
miles from Westover, Mass., Air 
Force Base to Buenos Aires, Ar- 
gentina, in 13 hours, 2 minutes, 
51 seconds. 


He returned from Buenos Aires 
to Washington—5,024 miles — two 
days later in 11 hours, 5 minutes 
and 0.8 seconds. 

LeMay’s Tokyo-W ashington 
flight upset the 13 hours and 35 
minutes record set by Brig. Gen. 
William E. Eubanks Jr. over a 
similar but shorter route last 
April. 

LeMay’s crew members were 
Maj. L. J. Tacker of New York, 
Capt. Edward Schickling of Plain- 
field, N. J., Maj. Ernest Campbell 
(hometown not available) and Lt. 
Meredith Sutton of Kansas City.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. # — The 
disclosure that Negroes have been 
questioned about voting led to 
speculation Friday that a federal 
civil rights investigation may be 
under way in Montgomery. 

A Negro leader, Rufus Lewis, 
said federal agents talked recent- 
ly with at least “‘two or three’ 
Negroes and perhaps still others 
who had been denied voter regis- 
tration. 


Whether they were investigators 
for the new.Civil Rights Commis- 
sion was undetermined. Lewis said 
he did not know, and the com- 
mission in Washington declined to 
say. 

The commission merely repeat- 
ed its announcement of two days 
ago that investigations have been 
ordered in Alabama, Florida and 
Mississippi. 

Wednesday’s announcement said 
investigators were already at 
work in one state, but it did not 


say which one or where in the 
three states inquiries had been 


ordered.

NEW YORK (#—A youth was flown back from 
Virginia Friday night for questioning about the knife 
slaying of a Staten Island doctor and his wife. The far- 
flung, continuing probe of the case underlined official 
skepticism that the victims’ 8-year-old son was the killer. 


The newest figure in the per- 
plexing case left New York sud- 
denly last week. In Virginia, he 
dropped remarks to relatives 
which made them think he might 
be linked to the Staten Island 
slaying. However, the youth 
claimed an alibi. 

The victim's. son, Melvin Nimer 
Jr., was sent to Bellevue Hospital 
Thursday for mental examination 
after he confessed he killed his

Service Is 


Dead at 84 


LANCIEUX, France (UPI)— 
Robert W. Service, the Lanca- 
shire lad who sang of the frozen 
Yukon in galloping verse and 
characters as “Dangerous Dan 
McGrew” and “The Lady That’s 
Known as Loud,” died Thursday 
night at 84. 


He had been suffering from a 
weak heart for more than two 
years and had had a heart attack 
Thursday. 

Despite his weaknened heart, 
nothing in his condition had 
caused his family immediate wor- 


ry during the last few weeks. His 
children had left for home only | 
three days ago. His gray-haired, 
jaunty figure was a familiar sight | 
in the woods, where he took long | 
walks daily. 


Service was born in Preston, in 
the English midlands county of | 
Lancashire, on Jan. 16, 1876, the 
son of a bank manager. He went | 
to the University of Glasgow and, | 
at the age of 20, sailed for Can. | 
ada. He crossed the continent to | 
Alaska and the Yukon of the gold | 
rush, bar-room brawls, and paint- | 
ed women. He still held Canadian | 
nationality at death, although he | 
became a world traveler and lived 
his final years in France.

Fletcher’s aunt, Mrs. James L. 
Hamilton, turned him in to Farm- 
ville police after he told her he 
left New York abruptly because 
of the publicity given the Nimer 
case. 

Police said Fletcher admitted 
being on Staten Island the night 
Dr. Melvin Nimer and his wife, 
Lou Jean, both 31, were killed. 
The youth was quoted as saying 
he rode around the island with 
friends, but that he left the island 
early in the evening, some time 
before the slaying.

Court Decision Is 
Of Profound Import 


In a decision described by the Asso- 
ciated Press as of “profound import”, the 
Supreme Court of the United States Fri- 
day upheld the Eighth District Circuit 
Court of Appeals which had reversed 
District Judge Lemley’s order of 2'% 
years delay in Little Rock school inte- 
gration. 

None can deny the profound import 
of this decision. In the background, since 
the original “deliberate speed” order of 
more than four years ago, there has been 
the shadow of inevitability. With the de- 
cision of Friday the shadow takes on 
more substance. * 

The sole encouraging fact in a pic- 
ture which is somber, complex and sad, is 
that in both Little Rock and Virginia the 
procedure is one of law and not of vio- 
lence. One hopes we have learned that 
violence is not the answer. 

- There is less legal approach left to- 
day than before. But there is still that 
approach to be made. The field for ma- 
neuverability is restricted. But those 
seven states which wish to pay the price 
of closing their schools may do so with- 
out interference. They may be kept 
closed or legal approaches to private 
systems may be made with full knowl- 
edge they will be contested by injunc- 
tions and federal suits. 

But whatever we do must be within 
the field of law. And it is the duty of 
every person to study well the meaning 
of the decision and the alternate price to 
be paid. It is not a pleasant prospect but 
no publie official or public leader should 
withhold from the people the meaning of 
it and the necessity to think and act in 
terms of law.

Williams Acts Belatedly 


On Liquor Renewals 


Revenue Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams’ delay in complying with a Fulton 
County Grand Jury’s recommendation 
that qualified applicants be issued liquor 
licenses at the times fixed by law is but 
another example of both his arrogance 
and the dubious tactics characterizing his 
performance in office. 

As the March-April grand jury 
sternly pointed out, the “practice cf 
withholding licenses draws into question 
the motives” of the commissioner and 
tends to create a lack of confidence in 
State government. 

Just what are those motives? What 
was his real purpose in holding this club 
over hundreds of liquor dealers? 

Certainly such procedure cannot be 
regarded as a legitimate enforcement 
measure. It does, however, lend itself to 
implications similar to those which in 
many Georgians’ minds were linked to 
the infamous “Illegal Liquor Campaign” 
fund that Williams controlled. 

Williams’ defiance of the March- 
April grand jury recommendation per- 
taining to the issuing of licenses should 
be noted well by the current grand jury. 
It has the responsibility of seeing that 
he toes the line in carrying out the last 
grand jury’s directive that his depart- 
ment comply with merit system require- 
ments. 

Not until yesterday did Williams be- 
latedily and without explanation for the 
delay order the licenses issued. Also yes-

terday he dismissed a group of employes 
who were not in compliance with the 
merit system. 

These tardy actions do not erase the 
fact that Williams somehow or other 
manages to stay in hot water a good por- 
tion of the time. 

It might be well to establish some 
sort of a guardianship over his depart- 
ment during these last fleeting months 
of his reign as revenue commissioner. 
Better still, let the watchdog committee 
watch earefully.

Ike Gives Red China 


Peace or War Choice 


Speaking with authority granted him 
by Congress to deal specifically with the 
Formosa problem, President Eisenhower 
has put an end to speculation about 
whether an invasion of Quemoy, Matsu 
and other offshore islands would consti- 
tute aggression against Formosa itself. 


It would be considered aggression, Mr. 
Eisenhower told the American people 
Thursday night, ahd the United States 
would fight to defend them. He thus 
serves notice to the Chinese Reds and 
their allies in Moscow that if they want a 
war over the islands the choice is theirs. 


The President’s statement comes at a 
time when the United States has agreed 
to resumption of talks with Pieping at 
Warsaw. To have taken any other than a 
strong position would have weakened our 
bargaining power. We have repeated and 
reaffirmed our aim of preventing Com- 
munist expansion by force. From that 
point negotiations can proceed. 


At present the United States is going 
it alone in its decision to fight a war if 
necessary over these islands. It is unpopu- 
lar with our allies and the American peo- 
ple are divided as they were over Korea, 
They can see little strategic value in Que- 
moy and Matsu unless it be as a stage 
for invasion of the mainland. This 
Chiang Kai-shek wants. Some military 
experts say it makes no sense whatever. 

The arguments will go on and the 
danger of war remains. President Eisen- 
hower’s analysis of the historic conse- 
quences of appeasement makes sense. 
There is no doubt about Communist in- 
tentions of conquest of all Southeast Asia 
and eventually all Asia. If unopposed 
such conquest would come by force of 
arms. 


On one thing the entire free world 
can agree. Use of force to settle interna- 
tional problems instead of through peace- 
ful means must be resisted. On this prin- 
ciple the United Nations was founded. On 
this the United Nations must stand. Un- 
less it does, the United States must con- 
tinue to defend itself unilaterally as in 
the Middle East and now in the Formosa 
Straits.

Rome Justice of the Peace Stoutly Defends 
Role of These Courts in Legal Processes 


Rome—May I take issue with 
an editorial published in The 
Constitution on Aug. 28, under the 
caption, “Justice of Peace Court 
Is Useless Appendage’’? 

The article states that the court 
dates from 1327 A.D., and the 
office was justified as long as the 
trip to the county courthouse was 
still a day’s journey. Briefly 
stated, your editorial advocates 
abolition of this court because it 
is ancient and obsolete. 

In defense of this court, let me 
say that it dates further back 
than 1327. That is the year the 
power of choosing conservators of 
the peace was transferred to King 
Edward III upon his accession to 
the throne. 

The office of that day bore little 
resemblance to the justice court 
in Georgia today. And to imply 
that this court is obsolete because 
it is ancient would be like 
abandoning the automobile be- 
Cause it was invented many years 
ago. 

The laws within the jurisdiction 
of justice court are simply a part 
of the laws of the State of Geor- 
gia and have changed to keep 
apace with the increasing com- 
plexities of society. Despite its 
ancient origin, some of its reasons 
for existence, though traditional, 
are even more important today 
than in the past. 

Where there was a need for a 
justice out in the districts to 
save that day’s journey to the 
courthouse, there is even a great- 
er need today with the courthouse 
overflowing with traffic to settle 
these thousands of petty cases 
before they reach the courthouse. 

Where there was a need years 
avo for neighbors to submit their 
differences to a duly appointed 
or elected official who could 
listen to informal pleadings (with 
or without counsel), that need is 
even more aptly provided today 
in a justice court. Here petty 
claims and differences are settled 
according to standards of “‘fire- 
side equity,’’ and should there be 
a miscarriage of justice because 
of the inadequate knowledge of 
the justice, then there is always 
remedy. 

Should the DeKalb Grand Jury 
or any grand jury study the ques- 
tion as to whether to abolish 
justice court, it should be under- 
taken with great caution, a sur- 
plus county budget and ample 
room to expand the courthouse 
facilities. There are between four 
and eight hundred cases settled 
each month in a county like Floyd 
and it would require a new court- 
house to house the traffic alone. 

It would be tragic if our State 
Constitution, our Federal Consti- 
tution or The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion is ever abolished simply be- 
cause of age.

Editor’s Note: We recom- 
mend further reading of the 
Georgia Code to Mr. Duke. 
Section 40-1615 authorizes and 
empowers the attorney general 
to “institute and conduct in- 
vestigations into any depart- 
ment, agency, board, bureau, 
commission, institution or au- 
thority of the state.” Section 
40-1616 authorizes and empow- 
ers the attorney general to 
“prosecute in. the _ criminal 
courts of this state any offi- 
cial, person, firm or corpora- 
tion for violation of any crim- 
inal statute in dealing with or 
for the state.” These powers 
were granted by the Legisla- 
ture and require no executive 
orders or authorization for ac- 
tion from any other source.

They can 
add, subtract, multiply, divide 
and make mistakes, with each 
circuit responding more than a 
thousand times faster than it 
takes a neuron in a human brain 
to act on impulse. 


But they cannot create, they 
cannot speculate, they cannot 
jump at conclusions, right or 
wrong. They have no intuition. 
They can only make predeter- 
mined decisions based on infor- 
mation fed into them. 

In reaching those decisions, 
they are influenced by neither 
custom, tradition, prejudice, su- 
perstition or emotion. They do 
have that advantage over the hu- 
man brain. 


“The human brain,” Atlanta’s 
Walter Buckingham told the in- 
ternational cyberneticists, “has 
nearly 1,000 times as many nerve 
cells as there are tubes in the 
largest electronic computers . . 
on this basis the largest com- 
puters have only about one ten- 
thousandth the associative power 
of the human brain.”’ Indeed, the 
best “electronic brain,” he says, 
isn’t even as smart as a fish. 
And who says a fish is not smart, 
professor? The difference, he 
points out, is that the electronic 
computer is often used to near 
capacity, at least for short peri- 
ods of time, “while 90 per cent of 
most human brain lies eternally 
dormant.”” Says Dr. Walter Buck- 
ingham, in a speech carried 
abroad, “If computers ever con- 
trol people, it will not be because

Claiborne Will Dedicate $120,000 Church '

The newly completed $120,000 
Holy Innocents Episcopal Church 
will be dedicated this Sunday. 


The new building, located at 
the corner of Mt. Vernon High- 
way and Powers Ferry Road, 
near Sandy Springs, will be dedi- 
cated at a 5 p.m. service by the 
Rev. Randolph R. Claiborne 
Jr., Episcopal bishop of Atlanta. 

The church-parish hall  in- 
cludes a 250-seat sanctuary and 
accommodations for 150 children 
in the church school. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the church is a free-standing 
stone Celtic cross, 28 feet high, 
weighing 11 tons, at the entrance. 

The parish was established in 
1872 as a mission of the Cathe- 
dral of St. Philip. The original 
building was located at Ponce de 
Leon avenue and Juniper street. 
Later the congregation moved to 
Sixteenth street and still later, in 
1956, to Sandy Springs. 

Services will be held at 8, 9:30 
and 11 a.m. each Sunday. 

The interior of the contempo- 
rary building is highlighted by an 
altar screen with the design of 
a Jacob’s ladder. The altar, a 
large walnut table, was given to 
the parish by St. Catherine’s 
Chapter of All Saints Parish as a 
memorial to Deaconess Catherine 
Wood. Above the altar is a silver 
dove, symbolic of the Holy Spirit. 

There is no cross on the altar, 


but the processional cross is 
' placed behind the altar at the 


beginning of the service. This 
cross was designed by Dr. Maire 
Huper, associate professor of art 


The Celtic cross at the en- 
trance was given by the con- 
gregation as a memorial to Mrs. 
Louise MacDougald. It was exe- 
cuted by A. Wolfe Davidson, head 
of the art department at Brenau 
College. 

The Rev. Hugh Saussy Jr. is 
rector of the parish.

In recent practice sessions, Vaught has been mustering his 
troops for modified two-platoon combat. 

“I’m using the best offensive boys on one unit, the best de- 
fensive on another,”’ he explained, “but both teams are practicing 
on offense and defense. We aren't returning to the two-platoon 
system like Tech.” 

It wouldn’t be too surprising to see the Rebels operating two 
platoons shortly after the whistle goes up. In addition to the first 
two teams, there is a unit of shock troops, familiar with offense 
and defense. 

Actually, the Rebels employed the modified platoon system on 
a minor scale last year. The No. 1 team featuring stars such as 
All-America guard Jackie Simpson, All-SEC tackle Gene Hicker- 
son and quarterback Ray Brown excelled on defense. As Texas 
will testify, they also passed the offensive test. During the season, 
however, the No, 2 unit frequently sparkled brighter on offense, 


and Vaught often inserted the Bobby Franklin crew when scoring 
chips were down. 

That’s one of the reasons the Rebels are pegged so high this 
outing, for the No. 2 unit returns intact and moves up a notch. 
Franklin, 165-pound track speedster, appears an adequate replace- 
ment for departed Sugar Bowl star Brown.

GRAY SQUIRREL FRIENDS PICK UP FREE-MEAL HABIT FAST

Some time ago, when we wrote about bird 
feeders and the problem sorne of our nature 
loving citizens were having with squirrels which 


showed ingenuity in getting to 
platforms and tables swung 
from limbs and otherwise 
placed out of their reach, I re- 
ceived enough letters to con- 
vince me that people generally 
view squirrels with mixed emo- 
tions. One fellow thought we 
_ ought to forget Russia and con- 
centrate whatever national fire- 
power we have on the bushy- 
tail population. Several esked 
the question — “What's wrong 
with feeding squirrels along 
with the birds?” 


I've gotta admit that I’m on the side of the 
squirrels. I feel the same way about them as 
Guy Touchstone, down at Ichauway, feels about 
his rabbits. I was along one day when Mr. 
Woodruff asked him what measures he took to 
keep the rabbits from eating up his garden. 

“Oh, we plant enough for the rabbits, too,” 
Guy said. 

Some of the folks with feeders feel the same 
way about their squirrels. They simply put out 
enough grain, cracked pecans and peanut cake 
for their grays AND birds. 

Occasionally I take time out to feed the squir- 
rels in my back yard. I enjoy doing that little 
pleasure by hand rather than over a feeder. I 
keep a sack of pecans handy and when one of 
the bushytails living in the strip of woods behind 
my house comes around our back steps I toss 
out a few of the nuts and enjoy them about as 
much as the squirrel does. 


One of the squirrels which periodically ap- 
pears for his handout, prefers his pecans shelled. 
He'll eat a cracked or shelled nut on the spot, 
and keep eating them until his paunch pokes 
out. The uncracked ones he’ll take into the woods 
and hide for later attention. That particular 
animal has a pretty good memory, too. I tried 
to confuse him one day by tossing out half a doz- 
en pecans, one at the time, in different direc- 
tions. As I threw each tidbit into the yard he 
scurried over to retrieve it, only to drop it again 


and hurry on to the next. 


With six pecans on the ground, I waited to 
see what he would do. He sat up and watched 
me for a full two minutes and when he decided 
that was the crop he picked up the last offering 
and ran off to hide it under the leaves. 
returned for the 5th, 4th, 3rd, 2nd and ist in that 
order, remembering exactly where each pecan 
had fallen over a wide area beyond the back

One lady says she’s got a squirrel that pre- 
fers cornbread over pecans and even peanuts. 
Well, I can understand that. He’d probably en- 
joy it more if she side-dressed it with a little 
dish of field peas. She also said he went big for 
vanilla wafers, turning them like a wheel in his 
hands as he ate, and keeping each one round all 
the way to the core. But I’m afraid she’s going 
to spoil her back yard pet with such things as

next, or pie-a-la-mode. 

Her husband claims she’s turned that segment 
of the squirrel population into free-loaders and 
that they'll starve to death if they ever have to 
get out and shift for themselves. I agree with 
him. In that respect the nut-eaters come very 
close to being like people. The free meal habit 
is a mighty easy thing to get adjusted fo.

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How Can a Parent Tell 
If a School Is Good?

How do you know if your child’s school is a good 


one? 


There is no cut and dried formula for parents 


to follow when it comes time to enroll their young- 
sters. Most progenitors of the younger set follow the 
hit and miss recipe headed up by suitability of location 


as the number one ingredient. 


The small tyke who 


embarks on his scholastic career in a kindergarten 
presents minor if any problems. 


Once the car pool is estab- 
lished and the health certifi- 
cate signed, most youngsters 
find the two-and-a-half hour 
daily school stint a lark. Group 
guidance is usually one of the 
earliest programs instituted in 
the kindergarten and most kid- 
dies take to their initial edu- 
cational dunking as a duck 
takes to water. 

When your child begins his 
climb up the scholastic ladder 


it behooves the parent to make 
certain that not only are the 
fundamentals of education in- 
stilled in your child but that 
your child has the ability and 
desire to learn. A _ thorough 
check with the college of your 
choice can quickly determine if 
the high school your child is 
now attending Is giving the 
student the requisites that the 
particular college demands. 


MORE RELUCTANT 


High schools are a little more 
reluctant to part with this in- 
formation since it is the opin- 
ion of most schools that the 
necessary accent on elementary 
education was present and in 
all probability the child, for 
various reasons, couldn't or 
wouldn't absorb his quota. 


PTA’s are a “must” for the 
parent who wants to not only 
keep up with his child in school 
but also keep an accurate pulse 
on school activities, both social 
and scholastic. Miss Mary 
Winterbottom, vice principal of 
Southwest High School in Atlan- 
ta, points out that Dad has now 
joined Mom at the PTA meet- 
ing, adding a stronger paternal 
flavor than ever existed before.

ple is given top priority along 
with the three R’s while stu- 
dents are urged to use their 
spare time in worthwhile pur- 
sults. 

Your child's principal, home- 
room teacher and student coun- 
selor are available to help guide 
him along the proper channels.

His wife doesn’t know him 
well enough to decorate his of- 
fice, so calling in an expert to 
do the job is a dandy idea.

Mrs. Touchstone pointed out 
that wives do not consider the 
functional items so necessary in 
today’s modern offices.

“Working conditions and sur- 
roundings are far different from 
living conditions,” she said. 
Carpets, for example. Those 
light in texture as well as col- 
or are fine for the home, but 
would not stand the everyday 
use at an office, to say nothing 
of the wear and tear they get 
from the maintenance crew.” 


Women create other office 
trouble too. They try to outdo 
each other. Each thinks her hus- 
band’s stature is higher than the 
next fellow’s. Women cannot 
keep within the budget. Then 
there is secretary trouble, an 
old story, but this time, it is 
the Girl Friday who resents 
The Wife. 

“Secretaries are far more co 
operative than the wives when 
the professional decorators take 


over,” continued Mrs. Touch- 
stone. 
‘OTHER WOMAN’ 


And here is another nod of 
approval toward the “other 
woman.” 

“A secretary is far more in- 
terested in how the office is dec- 
orated than the wife,” said 
George Foote, decorator. “‘Aft- 
er all, she works there too. The 
wife, so I have discovered, re- 
sents the money spent for out- 
side help and advice. They think 
every dollar is less for her to 
use at home.” 

The wife’s plea, so it seems, 
is that she can ‘‘do over’’ hub- 
by’s office for far less than he 
can have it done. 

Mr. Foote also said that an- 
other factor is that women do 
not know their husbands’ clients 
and that is an important link 
in the over-all picture of a good 
decorating job. The office must 
be different from the home, but 
try and tell that to a woman. 
You just don’t, that’s all.

“The second go-round from 
our standpoint as a decorator is 
the best,”’ said Mr. Foote. “By

So that is the decorator’s 
point of view, both male and 
female.

“Keep the decorating job out 
of the family, whether it’s the 
real one or the office set,’’ said 
Sam Longino, local advertising 
executive. “We have just had 
an experience which should 
prove that outside help was 
good. In my agency we have a 
number of artists and each 
would have given individual ad- 
vice as to an over-all decorat- 
ing scheme. That would have 
created quite a problem. There 
are a lot of wives in the office 
family, and you know ~ they 
would have never seen eye to 
eye and you can imagine what 
bedlam we would have been in. 
Moving to our new place was 
bad enough. To keep everybody 
out of our hair and to make 
everybody happy we got out- 
side help.”’ 

MOSTLY SATISFACTORY 


“Was it satisfactory?” he was 
asked. 

“Well, mostly. Out of all the 
wall colors used we had only 
three complaints.
